NIGHT OF THE DEMON/ 
CURSE OF THE DEMON 
(POWERHOUSE) 


This is one of the best movies ever made about 
the supernatural and it is a masterpiece in the 
history of British cinema. Director Jacques 
Tourneur constructed a black and white 
classic of suspense that shows just enough 
but not too much. Originally, he had planned 
not to show the demon at all but, under 
pressure from the producers, he allowed the 
creature to be seen at the beginning and end 
of the film. | feel that this was a wise choice. | 
understand Tourneur’s belief that less is more, 
but the reality is that audiences want a visual 
payoff for their money, and the demon is used 
so tastefully and sparingly that he really ramps 
up the terror of the movie. The creature is 
also one of the best monsters to come out 
of the 1950s and his face on the poster put 
a lot of asses in the seats to watch the more 
artistic nuances of Tourneur’s film. 


The movie takes place in England and is the 
story of a deadly game of cat and mouse 
between the leader of a Satanic cult and the 
American scientist who has crossed the pond 
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to debunk him. Former critics of the cult 
leader have all met horrible deaths under 
mysterious circumstances. The narrative 
becomes a metaphor for the timeless struggle 
between science and the unknown and super- 
natural. The cult leader has the upper hand 
though because in his toolbox is the ability to 
put a curse on people that guarantees their 
destruction by a demon from Hell! Everything 
in this movie works like a Swiss watch. The 
script is seamless and the cinematography 
uses black and white images to represent 
good and evil in the same way a classic film 
noir does. The acting by leads Dana Andrews, 
Peggy Cummins, and Niall MacGinnis is spot 
on and perfectly captures the terror of 
science slowly surrendering to the unknown. 


The script is based on a classic short story 
by M.R. James called Casting The Runes. James 
is one of the masters of horror fiction and 
the film is a brilliant adaptation of his story. 
The Blu-ray itself is an embarrassment of 
riches. You get FOUR versions of the film on 
two discs. There are literally hours of bonus 
features and archival materials. The old DVDs 
of this were really nice but this new Blu-ray 
version blows those out of the water. It’s a 
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little expensive but it may be one of the best 
presentations of a film that has ever been 
released: 


HORROR OF DRACULA 
(WARNER ARCHIVE) 


There have been some nice recent releases 
of Hammer horror films and this is one of 
the best of them. This was the first of many 
vampire movies that Hammer produced and 
in many ways it is a template for the horror 
films that came after it. The Hammer dream 
crew worked on this: screenplay by Jimmy 
Sangster, produced by Anthony Hinds, and 
directed by Terence Fisher. These three men 
were behind the very best Hammer films. 
But it’s the movie’s two central stars, Peter 
Cushing and Christopher Lee, who really 
make this work. Their dynamic was at the 
core of Hammer’s best films and anything that 
the two of them star in is worth watching. 


When this was released in 1958, it was a 
huge commercial and critical success and, 
along with 1957’s Curse Of Frankenstein, led 
to Hammer reinventing the classic Universal 
monsters in lurid modern technicolor. The 
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MOVIES WE LIKE 
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plot of this sticks pretty close to Bram 
Stoker’s original novel, but where it radi- 
cally departs from the source material is 
in its tone. One of the most unsettling 
things about this movie is Fisher’s decision 
to portray vampirism as a sexualized form 
of addiction. The victims of Dracula are 
overcome with a lust where they can’t wait 
for him to come each night and suck their 
blood, and the portrayals of this behavior 
are truly disturbing. Christopher Lee’s acting 
is central to this vision; his Dracula can be 
handsome and charming or an unrelenting 
sexual predator whose frenzied hunger is 
almost animalistic. Other than possibly Bela 
Lugosi, | think that Lee is the best actor 
who has ever donned Dracula’s cape. Peter 
Cushing is like the other half of the circle. His 
vulnerability and humanity are the perfect foil 
for Lee’s undead villain. Watching the two of 
them playing off each other is pure pleasure. 
This film works on every level. Even the cine- 
matography is marvelous with every scene 
soaked in rich gothic colors, which look 
fantastic in this hi-def remaster. If you have 
never watched a Hammer horror film, this 
is a perfect one to start with. It is one of the 
five best vampire movies ever made.

THE GENIUS OF 
DAN CURTIS 


Three deluxe Blu-ray releases from the creator of Dark Shadows

History will always remember Dan Curtis 
as the creator of the long running TV show 
Dark Shadows, but that was just one of many 
major achievements. He also produced and/ 
or directed some of the biggest movies in 
the history of television. Three of these 
films just got deluxe Blu-ray releases. One 
of his two biggest films was Trilogy Of Terror, 
(Kino Lorber Studio Classics). This is a fun 
little horror flick but no one could have 
predicted that it would be one of the most 
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watched TV movies of all time. It held the 
record until Roots was televised later that 
decade. The movie tells three horror stories 
that are connected by the main star of the 
film, the magnificent Karen Black. She stars 
in all three vignettes and chews up the 
scenery so mightily that everyone else in 
the picture is little more than a bit player. 
In the first segment she plays a mousy 
professor exploited by a blackmailer; in the 
second she’s a pair of polar opposite sisters; 
but it’s her role in the third segment 
“Amelia”—that history will remember her 
for. “Amelia’is one of the best little horror 
movies ever made and it scared the viewing 
public to a degree that few could understand 
in this jaded day and age. 





Black’s portrayal of the vulnerable, psycho- 
logically fragile Amelia makes the horror 
she suffers even more visceral. The story is 
fairly simple and all takes place in one tiny 
apartment. Amelia finds a Zuni fetish doll in 
a secondhand store and buys it as a gift for 
her anthropologist boyfriend. The doll comes 
with a curse and, when she gets back to her 
apartment, Amelia unwittingly brings it to 
life. What ensues is one of the scariest things

Hence honorable mentions 
include the Beatles “Here Comes The Sun” 
off the White Album (avail in new Super 
Deluxe Edition), Parliament’s “Flash Light” 
from Funkentelechy vs. the Placebo Syndrome 
(1977) with Bernie Worrell playing synths, 
Portishead’s inspired interpretation of 
ABBA’s hit “SOS” featured in the 2016 film 
adaptation of J|.G. Ballard’s High-Rise, Nine 
Inch Nails’ “Head Like a Hole” off the Pretty 
Hate Machine LP, the late great Prince’s 
“| Wanna Be Your Lover” off his self-titled 
1979 second album, and Herbie Hancock’s 
1983 hit “Rockit” with both Hancock and 
synthesizer/drum machine programmer 
Michael Beinhorn on Minimoog.

“Welcome to the Machine” is just one of 
the Pink Floyd songs that could be included 
here. Reportedly inspired by George 
Orwell’s book 1984, “Welcome to the 
Machine“ is distinguished by its hypnotic 
vivacious sound of heavily processed synths. 
It’s from the group’s 1975 album Wish You 
Were Here, and was released as a seven and 
a half minute 7” single that year.

MANFRED MANN'’S 
EARTH BAND 
“BLINDED BY THE LIGHT” 


In 1976, Manfred Mann Earth Band gave 
us a synth-drenched reinterpretation of 
Bruce Springsteen’s song from his 1973 
album, Greetings from Asbury Park, N.J. 
“Blinded By The Light” can be found on 
the 1976 album The Roaring Silence. It was a 
number one Billboard hit in ’76—surpassing 
the Springsteen version in success—and 
contains one of the most famous musical 
mondegreen’s ever.

NEW ORDER 
“BLUE MONDAY” 


New Order’s “Blue Monday” was their hugely 
popular 12-inch single released in March 
1983 through Factory and found on their 
album from the same year Power, Corruption 
& Lies. Played on a Moog Source, the “Blue 
Monday” verse section features the hit single’s 
trademark deep throbbing synth bass line. 
According to the group’s members, the song 
borrowed from several earlier songs including 
Donna Summer’s Giorgio Moroder & Pete 
Bellotte produced 1980 single, “Our Love” 
(off her 1979 album Bad Girls).

TUBEWAY ARMY 
“ARE FRIENDS ELECTRIC?” 


Despite not having an actual hook, Gary 
Numan and Tubeway Army’s 1979 single 
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from the Replicas LP still became a UK #1 
pop hit single as listeners were drawn by the 
song (and Numan’s) robotic presentation 
and its mesmerizing futuristic sound crafted 
with Minimoog and Polymoog synthesizers. 
Numan, who would go on to record under 
his own name, considered this Tubeway 
Army record (the band’s second album) to 
be the first chapter of his self-described 
“machine” musical phase.

LIPPS INC. 
“FUNKY TOWN” 


“Funkytown” is the 1980 international No. 
| hit single from Minneapolis disco funk 
ensemble, Lipps Inc. The group was essen- 
tially comprised of session musicians and 
a singer and curated by Steven Greenberg, 
the latter who wrote the song to be sung by 
Cynthia Johnson. It was released as a 12” on 
the Casablanca disco/funk record label, and 
it also appeared on the 1979 album, Mouth 
to Mouth.

WENDY CARLOS 
“THE THIEVING MAGPIE 
(ABRIDGED)” 


Just one of several Moog landmark tracks 
by Wendy Carlos, who is rightly credited as 
the pioneering musicians to introduce the 
instrument to music fans via |968’s Switched 
On Bach. Carlos’s 1971 offering ”The 
Thieving Magpie” is a staple on the seminal 
A Clockwork Orange soundtrack.

“MAGIC FLY” 


“Magic Fly” was a worldwide disco/pop 
hit single for the pioneering synth-pop, 
“space disco” French band, Space, which 
was released on their 1977 debut album 
Magic Fly. Composed and written by the 
group’s leader Didier Marouani (aka 
Escama), he was just one of three synth 
playing members of the funky quartet from 
Marseilles .

HOT BUTTER 
“POPCORN” 
(AUDIO-ONLY) 


“Popcorn” was a 1972 hit single and one 
hit wonder for the instrumental group Hot 
Butter, which was fronted by Stan Free. 
Taking the Moog to a whole new level as 
well as a new audience, the song was not 
an original but a cover of the 1969 (lesser 
hit) single by Gershon Kingsley from his 
album Music to Moog By. Three years later 
Free and company covered in a more 
amped up version that became a big inter- 
national hit that year. 


The Kingsley song was also covered 
by others including M&H Band, Space 
Penguins, Coba, and Die Space Hobos, but 
most notably by Jean-Michel Jarre in 1972 
under the name The Pop Corn Orchestra. 
Jarre’s version is often confused with Hot 
Butter’s.

KRAFTWERK 
“AUTOBAHN” 


“Autobahn” is the title track off pioneering 
German electronic/rock “krautrock” band 
Kraftwerk’s fourth studio album, Autobahn, 
released in 1974. The following year the 
single—with the band’s signature robotic 
repetitive synth sound—would become a 
hit around the globe and thereby become 
instrumental in sowing the seeds of such later 
genres as ambient, techno-pop/synth pop and, 
of course, electro-funk. The prime example 
became Afrika Bambaataa & the Soul Sonic 
Force’s 1982 hit “Planet Rock” which borrowed 
directly from Kraftwerk, albeit from their later 
1977 song/album Trans Europe Express.

The number one song of this top ten is the 
1977 Donna Summer hit ,“l Feel Love,’

Yesterday), the song defined the disco era when 
it was released and has been rightfully credited 
with pioneering electronic dance music (EDM). 
Both incredibly popular and incredibly influ- 
ential, the song would be considered so histor- 
ically and culturally important that 34 years 
later the Library of Congress added it to the 
National Recording Registry.

Top Ten Albums from Prolific Five Decade Career of 
Jazz Vocalist / Civil Rights Activist 


Beloved prolific jazz-pop vocalist Nancy 
Wilson passed away this past December 
at age 8I in her Pioneertown, CA home 
following a prolonged illness. Celebrated for 
her commanding versatile vocal style Nancy 
Wilson enjoyed a rich career that spanned 
five decades, recording dozens of albums, 
performing jazz ballads, American standards, 
Broadway show tunes, and easy listening 
vocals, at the same time delving into genres 
such as disco. In addition to her music career, 
the African American artist was also a noted 
civil rights activist during her lifetime. Back 
in 1965 she was among those to march on 
Selma, Alabama. As Wilson repeatedly stated 
over the years, one of her lifelong missions 
was to continually break down prevalent 
racial stereotypes. 


While her music is generally found filed 
under “jazz” or “soul” or “pop,” in interviews 
Wilson insisted on not been associated 
with any one modern musical genre, rather 
describing herself as a “song stylist” who 
tells stories in an intimate engaging fashion. 
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That description is certainly true of some of 
her best known songs that tackled topics of 
failed relationships and heartache in an open, 
honest and empowered manner, now seen as 
ahead of its time. In an artist tribute the NYT 
described Wilson as a, “forerunner of the 
modern female empowerment singer, with 
the brassy inflections and biting inflections 
to fuel it.’ This apt description applies to her 
best known songs including such definitive 
hit singles as “Face It Girl, It’s Over” from 
1968, and “Guess Who | Saw Today” from 
1960. 


This Nancy Wilson Top Ten album list 
features albums currently available from 
Amoeba Music, and is topped by How Glad 
|! Am which was reissued on vinyl last year 
by Capitol Records. That 1964 album earned 
Wilson a Grammy Award for Best Rhythm 
and Blues Recording; one of three Grammys 
she received in her lifetime. The title track— 
soul ballad “(You Don’t Know) How Glad | 
Am’’— became Wilson’s most commercially 
successful song.

| quickly developed a fondness for this release 
in particular. So much so that from the moment 
| pressed play until | placed the disc back inside 
its original digipack, over four hours had gone 
by. In one sitting | had listened to Yuja Wang’s 
Berlin Recital four times in a row. And, needless 
to say, it was one of the most bewitching musical 
moments in my listening life. The fact that the 
talent of one artist can spellbind the listener for 
several minutes at a time—let alone HOURS— 
is something to consider. 


The now 32-year-young pianist from Beijing has 
captured my attention in the past both through 
recordings and in hearing her in person, but 
nothing like how this recording has touched 
me. To play these selected, mostly modern/late 
romantic pieces (one Hungarian & three Russian 
composers) with such extraordinary control is 
simply astonishing. The program begins with 
Rachmaninov’s ever so popular spirited march, 
the Prelude in G minor Op. 23/5. This piece 
bursts with so much swaggering bravado but 
Yuja manages to rein in all the loose ends with 
firmness & authority. There is a controlled anger 
that is simply awe-inspiring. Then the up-tempo 
Etudes-tableaux in C minor Op.39/1 shows Miss 
Wang in a delirious frame of mind which only 
adds to the feverish opening piece. At this point 
the listener is PUMPED with energy but it’s the 
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job of Yuja Wang to get us through to the end 
as the next piece, Etudes-tableaux in C minor 
Op. 33/3 allows both the performer and the 
audience to pause and reflect. Just after the two 
minute mark there is a heart-wrenching, semi- 
melodic phrase which swells and then recedes 
with such pinpoint delicacy that it’s unbelievably 
beautiful. She ends her Rachmaninov segment 
with the Prelude in B minor op.#32/10 which 
serves to magnify the exquisite elegance which 
Yuja places us in. 


Next we enter into the magical portion of 
this highly entertaining recital. The Russian 
composer Alexander Scriabin named _ his 
Piano Sonata No.!0 as the “Insect Sonata.” 
Yuja reaches this semi-dissonant composi- 
tion with so much skill & pageantry. There are 
beautiful trills sprinkled throughout this highly 
demanding piece, yet Wang guides the listener 
inside this extraordinary cartoonish world 
with such ease and delicacy that one forgets 
about the redundancy of the day. Enchanting 
yet powerful. 


Then Miss Wang chooses three short Ligeti 
Etudes (under three minutes each) so as to 
maintain the spellbinding & hypnotic world in 
which she has put us at the center of. Dazzling 
yet dark is the tone where Yuja focuses on as the 
emphasis in these short pieces is about strug- 
gling with nowhere to escape. | can’t help but 
think of the images of M.C. Escher’s geometric 
etchings. At this point in the recital I’m at the 
center of an optical illusion. Yuja has the exper- 
tise to understand Ligeti’s intentions. 


Finally we come to the conclusion and master- 
piece of this exceptional journey; Prokofiev's 
Piano Sonata No.8. The sombre beginning with 
strange modulations is superbly performed. The 
articulations of the many embellishing phrases 
are done with great theatrical vigor.At this point 
your mind & thoughts are inside the music. 
The utter splendor of this sonata transports 
you in and out of tonic/restorative dreaminess. 
The final movement is one of the most exciting 
and fascinating conclusions in recent memory. 
There is a decisiveness in how she attacks those 
memorable dramatic phrases that are magnifi- 
cent to hear. 


| can’t recommend this CD high enough. Treat 
yourself to The Berlin Recital and allow Yuja Wang 
to guide you all the way through an unforget- 
table adventure. This performance just might 
mesmerize you as much as it did me. Could 
very well be one of the best classical live perfor- 
mances of 2018. 


Erno Dohnanyi - 
String Quartet, Serenade

The Hungarian composer Erno Dohnanyi was 
an important staple in Hungary’s rich repre- 
sentation of composers inside the 19th and 
early 20th centuries. Besides Franz Liszt & Béla 
Bartok, Dohnanyi’s name has become as strong 
or even stronger than that of Zoltan Kodaly, or 
even Gyorgy Kurtag. Unfortunately Dohnanyi’s 
reputation was unfairly tarnished towards the 
end of World War Il (branded as a Nazi war 
criminal) which severely damaged his popu- 
larity. It took decades to finally clear his name 
(1990s) and as a result the recorded world of 
classical music has seen a noticeable increase in 
Dohnanyi’s music within the past decade or so. 
Thank goodness for compensation. 


With concrete evidence, Dohnanyi was even 
acknowledged as being “A Forgotten Hero of 
the Holocaust Resistance” only a few years ago 
in a piece by James A. Grymes; decades after his 
death in 1960. Even an early figure as Dohnanyi 
certainly was, he had to endure the effects of 
false rumors (or “fake news’) and in the worse 
way possible. But regardless, this is not the 
primary reason why | picked this CD as one 
of my favorites of 2018. It’s the simple fact that 
Dohnanyi was brilliant in composing chamber 
music, and this release represents the perfect 
testament to such a fact. 


The opening piece, a five movement Serenade 
for string trio, is a compellingly familiar work 
to most of us in that the melodic phrasing is 
smart and engaging. A mostly tonal piece that 
brims with a ripe virtuosity. The Nash Ensemble 
adroitly embraces all the many itsy bitsy 
complex idioms that dart in and out of this 
cleverly composed work. VERY colorful and a 
great deal of fun to listen to. Seriously, | cannot 
imagine any lover of chamber music not enjoying 
this particular serenade. 


More turmoil and angst is felt in String Quartet 
No.3 but is again composed with so much poetic 
beauty. The opening 10 minute movement is SO 
expressive with a multitude of variations and 
shifts in how the melody develops. Eloquence 
that brims with oodles of purposeful intona- 
tions. The Andante 2nd movement is earnestly 
slow but still manages to include a multitude 
of virtuoso twists and is as charming as one 
could imagine. The final movement (vivace) sets 
a jocular pace that playfully bops in and out of 
the melodic line.| could easily see a piece of this 
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being used in a Chaplin comedic scene. Shrewd 
and crafty phrasing with even a bit of humor 
skillfully added. 


The final sextet (op.37) piece on the CD is more 
intricate and complex in how it develops. Most 
definitely this is the more intriguing work for 
a multitude of riveting and melodious phrasings 
are constantly changing with a kaleidoscope-like 
affect. | find it striking how inventive Dohnanyi 
can be, especially in this stellar composition 
written in 1935. One might think a Hungarian 
composer at the beginning of the modern era as 
being more atonal and challenging. This notion 
is actually the opposite with Dohnanyi. If you 
enjoy inventive melodic phrasing that is perpetu- 
ally changing, | would HIGHLY recommend this 
beauty. One of the more colorful and vivid music 
experiences that | have heard in 2018. 


R. Strauss - Schonberg - 


Alban Berg -— Traumgekront 
(BELVEDERE)

Featuring: Hanna-Elisabeth Muller & 
Juliane Ruf 

Richard Strauss was a deep admirer of the 
female voice and has even expressed his thanks 
to “the Almighty” for such a gift to humanity. 
The opening short song cycle by Strauss enti- 
tled “Madchenblumen” (Maiden Flowers), Op. 
22 —written when Strauss was only 22—is 
sung beautifully by the German soprano Hanna- 
Elisabeth Muller. Closely following are the added 
two songs from his Op. 10 which only reveals his 
deep affinity to the delicacy of the female voice. 
Miss Muller’s voice is lustrous & clear in her 
diction and balances beautifully with the pianist, 
Juliane Ruf’s careful articulation. 


Schonberg’s “Four Songs” Op. 2 (1899) written 
when the composer was only 25 is elegantly 
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executed by Muller & Ruff. Dedicated to his 
composer friend Alexander von Zemlinsky— 
whose sister Schonberg was deeply in love with 
(they married in 1901)—Miss Muller’s soprano 
voice is more circumspect due to the fragility 
of this charming song cycle. It’s evident that her 
strength is in German lieder which she admits 
is the more demanding singing role. But in this 
particular song cycle, composed by Schon- 
berg and written by the German poet Richard 
Dehmel, Schonberg chooses altered chords with 
a somewhat disjointed harmony sprinkled with 
arpeggios that seem to be somewhat distant 
from the tonic. It’s a strange sounding melody 
that both Miss Muller & Miss Ruff perform ever 
so gracefully. This early composition must be the 
launching pad before (years later) Schonberg 
entered into his famous atonal phase. 


Most of the songs presented here, all sung in 
German, deal with the subject of flowers. The last 
half of this recording displays a series of short 
songs composed by Strauss when he was in his 
early 20s and even one he wrote at only |4 years 
young; ‘‘In my garden | tended a little rose.” These 
are the type of songs that run the danger of the 
singer’s voice sounding strained or pushed due to 
a lack of breathing control. Miss Muller narrows 
her pitch to the upper register where the promi- 
nence of vibration sensations is in the front, sides, 
and/or top of her head. Quite amazing how she 
can control her breathing so as to produce such 
a delicate but firm sound. And | love how her 
melodic lines occasionally flirt with the tonic only 
to heighten the intimacy of the song. One Strauss 
song entitled, “VWaldseligkeit’” (Woodland Bliss), 
is what | feel is the most poignant song you will 
(ever?) hear. Simply beautiful and sung marvel- 
ously by Muller. I’ve heard this song primarily sung 
with orchestra (both Renée Fleming & Felicity 
Lott are wonderful orchestral versions) but this 
solo reading stands out as the one you’d want to 
hear over & over again. 


These internal/intimate songs reveal Miss 
Muller’s accurate sense of phrasing with the 
most delicate of dynamics. The 3rd and last 
song cycle displayed in this disc—Alban Berg’s 
“Seven Early Songs,” from when the composer 
was in his early 20s—is exhibited here in its 
original form (voice and piano) which was later 
revised for higher voice & orchestra many years 
later. Miss Muller still sings in a middle to high 
register but with a varying degree of pitches and 
a high measure of balance. The casual listener 
not familiar with German lieder would most 
likely sneer at most, if not all, of the songs on 
this disc, but that could in all probability be 
chalked up to naivete. The fact of the matter is 
these (songs) are concentrated depictions of 
individual emotion and because it is presented 
here in an isolated frame (one voice with piano) 
an acquired taste is a necessary prerequisite. 
If you are at all interested in a full program of 
German art songs | would highly recommend 
you purchase this disc. Hanna-Elisabeth Muller is 
a more than capable interpreter of such a chal- 
lenging art form. Traumgekront (strange word 
taken from a Rilke poem...what does it mean in 
English??) is an impressive debut from a young 
(33) but well-seasoned soprano. Repeated 
listening is encouraged. 


John Adams — Naive and 
Sentimental Music / 


Absolute Jest (CHANDOS)

Featuring: Doric String Quartet, Peter 
Oundjian, Royal Scottish National 
Orchestra 

“Absolute Jest” for string quartet & orchestra 
composed in 2011 is far from what we would 
traditionally think a string quartet should sound 
like. As mentioned in the provided booklet, the 
score is dedicated to San Francisco Symphony 
director, Michael Tilson Thomas, in celebration 
of the S.F Symphony’s 100th anniversary. This 
release marks the second time this composition 
was recorded since the S.F Symphony recorded 
it on their own label three years ago. Taking into 
account John Adams’ passion for Beethoven’s 
music, he borrows snippets of different composi- 
tions (mostly from his later works) for the string 
quartet which is played brilliantly by the leading 
British ensemble, the Doric String Quartet. The 
orchestra serves to amplify the role that the 
string quartet provides. It’s a unique sound in 
the sense that the structure (string quartet as 
lead) assists to influence a lighter, more linear 
sound from the orchestra. The orchestra helps 
to develop & broaden the melodic ideas of what 
the string quartet dictates. Musical lines are 
drawn with a more animated bent to them. To 


me it presents a light and sprightly energy, adding 
a sense of vitality to the piece. As the melody 
constantly morphs from one into another, the 
listener becomes engaged by the be-bopping 
(in & out) of fragmented Beethoven phrases 
(Adams calls them “tattoos’’) that are forever 
being dissected and then reassembled in the 
most entertaining way. The Canadian conductor 
Peter Oundjian is faced with a challenging task of 
directing the Royal Scottish National Orchestra 
into a parley with the string quartet. It’s a mighty 
assignment as the two combinations (quartet & 
orchestra) are rarely blended for fear of sensory 
overload. Both the RSNO & the Doric String 
Quartet commingle surprisingly well as John 
Adams’ “Absolute Jest” unveils an exciting begin- 
ning to this release. 


What follows is something entirely different 
but nonetheless written by Adams exactly 20 
years ago. “Naive and Sentimental Music’ (for 
orchestra) reveals the tamer and calmer side 
of Adams as opposed to the sheer excitement 
of “Absolute Jest.” Phrases shift VERY carefully 
mainly because the melodic lines are heavily 
layered which, in a way, recall the methodical 
& measured shifts of a Bruckner symphony. 
Simultaneously there are inventive colors that 
Oundjian conjures from the soloists of the 
orchestra with the ambience still remaining 
somewhat subdued despite the varied tempos. 
To me this three movement symphonic piece is 
analogous to a still life or even graphic art where 
colorful inanimate objects embellish the canvas 
as we slowly walk around the work. The call & 
response or build up of distinct fragments move 
along almost mechanically, but the effects are 
mysteriously beautiful. 


The second movement—‘Mother of the Man” — 
is a peculiarly haunting 15 plus minute journey 
with Sean Shibe’s amplified steel-string guitar 
accompanying the slow moving sounds of the 
RSNO. Simply a gorgeous movement that steers 
you inward and into a dream-rich state. The 
final movement, “Chain to the Rhythm,’ begins 
with the string & percussion sections trying to 
co-exist rhythmically despite the differences of 
their assigned patterns. The effects are compelling 
but in the most curious way possible. | can only 
imagine that these two compositions on this disc 
took a great deal of inventive effort for Adams to 
finally finish. Definitely late to the party but no 
question I’ve become a John Adams fan. 


*Interesting to note that John Adams dedi- 
cated the first piece on this release to the S.F. 
Symphony director Michael Tilson Thomas back 
in 2011, and 12 years earlier Adams dedicated 
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this last piece to the former L.A. Philharmonic 
conductor Esa Pekka Salonen in 1999. Just weeks 
ago it was announced that Salonen will replace 


the retiring MTT at the end of the 2020 season. 


This is unimportant information that gets me 
excited as I’m sorry to see MTT leave our own 
S.F Symphony post, yet thrilled to know that 
Salonen will be our future maestro.

If you’re into 
late-’60s/ early-’70s funk, soul, disco, Latin and 
Brazilian music, this label has steadily been reis- 
suing some classics that were previously hard to 
find and/ or ridiculously expensive. 


Toquinho — Toquinho 

(MR. BONGO)

A while back | discovered some collaborations 
that Toquinho had done with fellow Brazilian 
artists, Vinicius & Maria Creuza, and | really dug 
those. Never got around to solo Toquinho until 
this came out, and I’m glad | did. Outstanding 
guitar playing and melodies!! His voice is 


perfectly casual and deep, and puts me at ease. 


The mix between instrumentals and _ vocal 
tracks is well laid out. The instrumental tracks 
tone things down in a nice way and showcase 


Toquinho masterful yet understated guitar tech- 
nique. After the last track on side one “Que 
Maravilha,’ | find myself wondering how it could 
get any better, and then side two starts and ends 
the same way. By the time | got to “Carolina 
Carol Bela’ it was clear to me that this album is 
just fucking phenomenal. Few songs co-written 
and backed on vocals by Jorge Ben. 


Jorge Ben -— Jorge Ben (Puiips)

| have to give HUGE props to Tidal Wave for 
putting out some of the best shit and doing a 
damn good job at it!

Purple Funk Vol. 2

If you’re wired a certain way, this 
stuff is irresistible. 


Low — Double Negative

What do you do when you’re a “‘slowcore”’ band, 
and slowcore effectively has nowhere new to go? 
After spinning their wheels for a good handful 
of albums, Low has reemerged with a startling 
record: distorted, blown-out, and processed to 
oblivion. These adjustments aren’t there solely 
for sonic purposes, though as a reflection of 
our broken, chaotic political moment, and the 
ecological collapse that lies ahead. There’s

an unspoken expectation that protest music 
should stand righteous and steadfast in the face 
of injustice. Double Negative settles for despair 
instead, and in doing so, stands as one of the 
more honest, potent, and devastating musical 
statements of the Trump era thus far.

The Numero Group label is known for archiving 
hyper-regional music scenes that never quite 
made it, but never did | think they’d make their 
way to my hometown of Eugene, Oregon. | 
never even knew the “Eugene Electronic Music 
Collective” existed, but apparently it was a 
thriving community hovering under the radar 
throughout the ’80s. The folks at Numero have 
taken great care in presenting this music as an 
anthropology lesson in the modern re-eval- 
uation of new age music. Eugene was the last 
stop on the hippie trail, when the Merry Prank- 
sters choogled up north on the Furthur bus. 
Ken Kesey made his home there. Ken Babbs’ 
wife, Eileen, taught English at my high school. 
The Dead booked a show almost every year at 
Autzen Stadium. (Go Ducks!) Eugene basically 
became the Berkeley of the Northwest, and in 
turn, the hippie ethos that shaped that city since 
the late 60s permeated its underground elec- 
tronic music scene. 


Switched-On Eugene is packed with bizarro pop 
ditties & spacy synth exercises that bring back 
distinct memories of my childhood: weaving 
between the tie-dye booths & longhairs eating 
plates of pan-Asian-inspired white hippie 
noodles at the Saturday Market; the haze of 
patchouli, weed smoke, & kicked-up dust at the 
Oregon Country Fair; the crowds of cool freaks 
that'd pour into downtown in the days before a 
Dead show; my friend Cooper’s wild collection 


of semi-homemade synths and a mellotron he 
jerry-rigged from microcassette recorders and 
an adding machine. These distinct reactions are 
a testament to Numero’s success in humanizing 
this music. The current fascination with new 
age music often treats it ironically, as if it came 
from a cultural void only to be repurposed for 
Haesthetic Internet points. This compilation 
shows us the flesh and blood (and ravenous 
appetite for brown rice) that made this music 
possible.

Four Fists — 6666 (DOoMTREE)

Flying Lotus’ Brainfeeder imprint had a very 
productive 2018, delivering a solid range of 
quality electronic and R&B projects. Dorian 
Concept’s latest album is the cream of the 
crop, and one of my favorite offerings from the 
label to date. Fast-paced, keyboard-driven elec- 
tronics are mixed with strange pop musings and 
jazz sensibilities, resulting in a dizzying array of 
complex songs that reward repeated listens. If 
Iglooghost and Taylor McFerrin had a love child, 
it would probably sound something like this 
album. Very curious to see how the dynamics 
of Dorian Concept’s music translate to a live 
setting, so here’s hoping for a US tour in 2019. 


Gone Beyond & Mumbles - 


Notes From the Underground 
(CONTENT (L)ABEL)

The most creative instrumental hip hop album 
of 2018. Gone Beyond & Mumbles hone their 
focus on samples from Russian classical music 
made under the rule of Stalin, with an emphasis 
on the works of Shostakovich, Rachmaninov 
and Prokofiev. These samples are then chopped 
and paired with massive breaks in a traditional 
hip hop fashion, and the resulting beats sound 
both archaic and modern. Dark strings, moody 
piano notes, haunting choral samples and 
banging drums. Engrossing from beginning to 
end, with one hell of an opera flip closing the 
whole thing out. More quality music from the 
Content (L)abel, who always put out great beat 
music in the vein of Bully or Fieldwerk Recordings. 


Astralblak — Seeds 

(SOUND VERITE)

Great blend of R&B and hip hop on the full 
length debut from this underrated 5-piece 
band out of Minnesota. Formerly known as 
Zuluzuluu, the group consists of Proper-T, 
Greg Grease, MMYYKK, DJ Just Nine and 
elliott. Their sound pays homage to traditional 
funk bands like Parliament and Prince, but also 
taps into modern soul styles similar to Sa-Ra 
Creative Partners. Flighty R&B vocals, silky 
smooth synths and great harmonic song struc- 
tures that keep you guessing. Greg Grease’s 
rapping is incredibly fluid throughout, and once 
again showcases why he’s one of the more 
slept on talents out of MN. Astral soul trav- 
eling with deep healing vibrations. Relatively 
unknown outside of their local scene, do don’t 
be caught overlooking this gem! 


Onry Ozzborn -

This 
second collaboration with Boston producer 
Rain is loaded with moody keyboards and edgy 
electronic notes, setting a tone that alternates 
between intimate headspaces and nervous 
energy. Onry gets personal and explores 
themes of social anxiety, even bringing his young 
daughter VioLIT into the mix for vocals on a few 
songs. Easy to bump through front to back, like a 
great album should be.

Engineer Giles Martin went back to the orig- 
inal multi-tracks and remixed them so that he 
could create a more accurate stereo picture. 
It’s odd to realize how the bass-on-one-side, 
drums-on-the-other stereo mixes of 1968 date 
the music badly, and how contemporary the 
music sounds when mixed sensibly. This is even 
more apparent than on the previous year’s 
“Sgt. Pepper” remix, which sounded great but 
was still stuck in 1967 because the songs and 
sounds were tied to the era; the White Album, 
by contrast, sounds as modern as any current 
band going. When you first hear the ferocity 
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of “Back in the U.S.S.R.” fade into the stereo 
finger-picked guitars of “Dear Prudence,” you'll 
be hooked. 


Fatoumata Diawara - 


Fenfo — “Something to Say” 
(SHANACHIE) 

Find it in; WORLD 

Diawara continues her hypnotizing Malian style 
a la Oumou Sangare (her mentor), adding small 
touches of electronics and keyboard, while 
revealing a similar personal and feminist point 
of view. I’d call it Afro-pop, except that it seems 
to be aiming higher than that, while maintaining 
a pop following. 


Angelique Kidjo — Remain In 
Light (KRAVENWORKS)

Kidjo has always embraced a pop audience, 
but this record feels like full-on miscegenation: 
adapting the landmark Talking Heads album 
entirely, and it couldn’t sound more natural.

This is a real (literal) return to form for Johnson: 
a major work that reprises his method of 
setting music to spoken word—in this case, 
the Darwinian musings of philosopher Daniel 
C. Dennett. The | 7-piece ensemble, Alarm Will 
Sound, mimics and harmonizes to a manipulated 
tape of Dennett’s speech. By wedding his music 
(so to speak) to a more profound text than his 
landmark work from 1980-82, “John Somebody,” 
he crafts a more thoughtful and affecting piece 
with ideas that stick. 


Elvis Costello and the 


imposters — Look Now (concorb) 
Find it in: ROCK 

Maybe it’s just good to have Costello back 
after his cancer scare, but he’s responded with 
a very strong album. Backed by the Imposters 
and a small orchestra, he reunites with Burt 
Bacharach (on three songs) and turns in a fully- 
realized pop songwriting showcase. Just as | was 
getting weary of his wide-vibrato vocals, he hits 
a few spectacular notes that display his convic- 
tion. Because it sounds like it could have been 


recorded live-in-studio, it brings to mind Todd 
Rundgren’s Nearly Human, in scope as well as 
sound. 


Paul McCartney - Egypt 


Station (CAPITOL/MPL) 

Find it in: ROCK 

He sounds older and worn, but he matches 
that with a voice of knowledge and experience. 
At this point, McCartney has nothing to prove; 
the joy is in hearing how he’s taking it all in and 
giving us the comfort of his wisdom. It’s also a 
saving grace that he has an eagerness and ability 
to stay relevant. 


Frank Sinatra —-

Suzzy Roche’s tribute to her late sister turns 
out to be a damned good anthology of the 
Roches’ career. Lamenting that Maggie never got 
to put out a“‘solo album,’ Suzzy collected all of 
Maggie’s songs over the 30-plus years they’ve 
been recording, plus a couple of demos, and 
they show a trio of folksinging sisters evolve 
into a gorgeous cloud of harmony over floating, 
synthesized tick-tock arrangements. Maggie’s 
songwriting combines heartfelt expression with 
a wit so cutting it can leave a mark; her legacy 
could be reassessed by this release alone. 


Eric Dolphy — Musical Prophet: 
The Expanded 1963 New York 
Studio Sessions (RESONANCE)

If, like me, your Dolphy collection begins and 
ends with the Out Jo Lunch record, this is an 


excellent way to broaden your outlook on the 
man.

Shaw, Richard Davis and Bobby Hutcherson, 
who, if not as wild as their leader, fall right into 
the adventurous spirit intended.

| love Warner Archive. After years of watching 
bootleggers put out their films, Warner and a 
few other big studios decided to release their 
rare backlist titles as made-on-demand DVDs 
that were burned as the orders came in. These 
are essentially studio created bootlegs but since 
they come from the original prints and source 
materials these discs look far better than any 
bootleg. In the past few years, Warner Archive 
and a few other services have been doing actual 
Blu-ray releases of these obscure films and fans 
like me couldn’t be happier. The Cyclops is a 
little B Movie monster flick from 1957. It was 
made and directed by Bert |. Gordon who was 
known as “the man who made little things big” 
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in films like War Of The Colossal Beast, Earth Verses 
The Spider, Empire Of The Ants and Food Of The 
Gods. He was one of the kings of the bug eyed 
monster movies of the drive-ins of the 50s and 
60s. His films are pretty straight forward science 
fiction stories told in the black and white narra- 
tive style of Jack Arnold. Most his movies have a 
similar theme: Something either very big or very 
small gets exposed to radiation and then grows 
or shrinks until it is either gigantic or miniscule. 
The Cyclops is one of the films where everything 
exposed to radiation grows to gigantic size. The 
story follows a woman who organizes a trip to 
a restricted area of the Mexican wilderness to 
search for her husband whose plane crashed 
there three years earlier. When the team of 
explorers arrive at the forbidden area they 
discover a variety of giant lizards, insects, and 
animals. The biggest creature of all is a one eyed 
human who threatens to kill them all. This is a 
fun little 50s monster movie. It’s no masterpiece 
or Academy Award winner, but it’s great to see 
a little piece of cheese like this get finally pulled 
out of the vaults, dusted off, and then given the 
deluxe hi-def treatment. 


ia Baron Prasil (1962) - 


Directed by Karel Zeman - 

This is the best work of art I’ve discovered in 
the past year. You'll notice that | refer to this 
film as a “work of art” instead of a film because 
that’s what it is—the images and scenes in this 
film transcend mere cinema and enter the realm 
of timeless masterpieces. This film has been 
released in various formats but this recent all- 
region Korean import is the latest version we 
have been selling. It’s a pretty bare bones release 
but the picture is excellent and it has English 
subtitles. This Czechoslovakian art film was 
created by the visionary director Karel Zeman. 
I’ve only been exposed to Zeman’s work in the 
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past two years but he has quickly become one 
of my favorite directors. His films are utterly 
unique, later artists like Terry Gilliam have tried 
to copy him but no one can top his original 
visions. Believe me, no one else makes movies 
like Zeman. His films create a stunning fusion 
of animation and live action. The first film | ever 
saw by him was his earlier The Fabulous World 
Of Jules Verne. It’s like a loose steampunk adapta- 
tion of every novel Jules Verne ever wrote. It was 
my favorite movie | watched in 2017, the same 
way that Baron Prasil became my favorite movie 
| saw in 2018. The Jules Verne film looked like 
the illustrations from his books brought to life. It 
was shot in black and white and bombarded the 
viewer with seemingly limitless steam powered 
inventions. It’s a fantasy vision of the 1800s 
brought to life. But Baron Prasil takes everything 
to the next level. To begin with it’s in color, and 
this movie uses color for emotional and dramatic 
effect better than almost any movie I’ve ever 
seen. Instead of just Jules Verne, Zeman seems to 
be drawing from the entire history of fantastic 
fiction and art as his sources of inspiration. But 
in Zeman’s hands everything old becomes new 
and this film is a constant bombardment of one 
breathtakingly beautiful scene after another. 
The film is also known as The Fabulous Baron 
Munchausen because he is one of the main char- 
acters. The movie starts with footprints on the 
ground. Then the camera starts to pan upwards 
into the sky, past butterflies, then birds, hang 
gliders, planes, and jets. Finally a rocket races by 
on its way to the moon. When the first man on 
the moon lands he is shocked to find the moon 
is already inhabited by some of the most famous 
characters in man’s history. He meets Cyrano de 
Bergerac and Baron Munchausen who mistakes 
the astronaut for an alien and takes him on a 
wild trip through the history of mankind to 
teach him about the human condition. What 


follows is a series of surreal and beautiful adven- 
tures that will leave you in drop-jawed wonder. 
Baron Prasil would easily make it onto my list of 
ten best pictures ever made and | dare you to 
watch this film without completely falling in love 
with it. 


CO) Star Trek The Original Series 
The Complete Series 
(1966-1969) — Created by 
Gene Roddenberry 


Over the course of the past three years | 
re-watched the entire original series of Star 
Trek on Blu-ray. This series really holds up and 
is one of the best TV shows ever created. It 
has long been one of my favorite shows and | 
frequently re-watch my favorite episodes but 
it had been years since | had watched the orig- 
inal series straight through from beginning to 
end. It was one of the most rewarding viewing 
experiences I’ve ever had because if anything 
the show is even more relevant now than 
when it was filmed and the genius of Gene 
Roddenberry’s creation just seems to shine 
ever brighter. Roddenberry once said that in 
his vision of the future: “all races and genders 
will be treated equally and every child will be 
taught how to read.” Star Trek is his manifes- 
tation of this worldview and for millions has 
become the future we all aspire to. It is also 
one of the best personifications of the ’60a. 
All the hopes, ideals, color, style, and optimism 
of the decade are inherent in every episode 
of Star Trek. The set and costume design posi- 
tively glow with the bright colors of the era. 
This Blu-ray set comes with the option of 
watching the episodes with either the original 
special effects or the updated redone CGI 
special effects. | always choose the original 
effects option because even though they are 
primitive by modern standards those old laser 
effects and spaceships just look so 60s cool! 
The new hi-def remasters show every flaw but 
at the same time | kept finding myself saying 
things like, “Il know that alien’s head is just a 
make-up job but what a great piece of make- 
up!” The main characters had some of the 
best chemistry in the history of television. The 
relationships between Kirk, Spock, McCoy, 
and the rest of the crew feel completely 
authentic and they rapidly feel like old friends 
of ours. William Shatner’s Kirk is one of the 
two or three most iconic characters in the 
history of television. The scripts were equally 
fantastic and many episodes are sci-fi classics. 
This show has been around for 50 years and 
has become one of the biggest franchises in 
history and the reasons for that are all right 
here in these first three seasons. This series 


has been released many times over the years 
but it was recently repackaged and reissued in 
these giant jumbo sets that give you all three 
seasons in one huge box. It’s a little unwieldy 
but is an embarrassment of riches. 


Circles Around The Sun — 


Let It Wander (RHINO)

If you are a fan of instrumental psychedelia then 
this could be your favorite album of 2018.This is 
their second album. Their first: Interludes For The 
Dead was also a two disc release and featured 
music that the Grateful Dead had commissioned 
Circles Around The Sun to record. The music 
played during the set breaks during the final 
run of Grateful Dead shows before they retired. 
Most of the 10 to 20-minute tracks on the first 
album would take a fragment of a Grateful Dead 
tune and then use that as a launching pad for 
musical explorations that went to totally new 
places. The new album does the same thing but 
all the tunes are written by the band themselves. 
This album is funky, trippy, and jaw dropping all 
at once. The tunes constantly evolve and go all 
over the place with virtuosic musicianship. This 
band totally has the skills to pay the bills and 
there isn’t a weak link in the chain.All the musi- 
cians play with a nearly telepathic chemistry 
that is a wonder to behold. The only vocals on 
the album are by Chuck D. who just introduces 
himself and the band on one track and then it’s 
back to the jams. Each song this band does is 
like a long journey. If you are a fan of jam bands 
you have to check these guys out. I’ve seen them 
play live and they’re just as good on stage as they 
are on CD.

The sound reminds me of some of 
the best Brazilian jazz funk or Italian jazz funk 
records from back in the day, appropriate as the 
producers are from Naples, Italy (I’ve always 
found the loose feel of Italian funk comparable 
to Brazilian funk). 


Angelique Kidjo —-

ia Fright Night (1985) —- 
Directed by Tom Holland 

The original Fright Night is one of those films 
you're careful to revisit as an adult, because it 
fits so In The Moment of your teenage mind 
that there’s a fear of spoiling everything. | 
risked it recently — | risked overthrowing that 
original joy.And | have to admit, kitschy as it is, 
the film holds up. If anything, it transports you 
back in time, like any good cult classic should. 
It's silly, humorous, dark and even a little bit 
seductive. The hair of the ’80s is on hand as 
much as the private bedroom premise — in this 
case, a teenage boy’s realization that vampires 
have moved in next door. These vampires aren't 
exactly hiding anything. They carry the coffin to 
the basement in relatively bold fashion. But 
people don’t believe Charley Brewster anyway, 
and half the film is stuck in the tension of him 
convincing people that he’s not crazy, and even- 
tually taking action to kill the vampires with 
those same skeptical friends (including Amanda 
Bearse, who went on to play Marcy Darcy in 
Married With Children). Roddy McDowall as the 
evicted B-movie vampire slayer steals the show, 
but let’s be real — Stephen Geoffreys, who 
plays “Evil” Ed, is the reason it’s memorable. 
That crucifix that burned into his forehead is 
#4eva, and — to the relief of my protective 
teenage self — so is the film! 


ia The Ice Storm (1997) - 


Directed by Ang Lee 

This Ang Lee film — adapted from the Rick 
Moody book — is spooky in that it’s (basi- 
cally) equidistant now from when it ran (in 
1997) to the era it was set (in 1973).Where to 
start? The mirthless conversation? The vaguely 
precociousness of the young cast (Elijah Wood, 
Christina Ricci, Tobey Maguire and Katie 
Holmes)? The apathy that plays over every 
room? The casual sexual innuendo/tension? 
The excruciating key party? The completely 
true set pieces, that capture perfectly the early- 
70s towards the end of the Vietnam War, from 
the perspective of a sleepy, prosperous burg 
in Connecticut? Or that all of this leads to a 
moment when the world turns to ice? (Amaz- 
ingly and realistically depicted in the film) There 
is much more to The Ice Storm — tragedy, adul- 
tery, scholarly tidings — but it is woven into an 
eccentric film, which has more than an ounce 
of comedy behind all the existential angst.

JAMES LAVELLE 
OF UNKLE & MO' WAX 


We were very fortunate to have D], producer, 
musician, and record label executive James 
Lavelle visit Amoeba Hollywood to share 
some of the music and movies that have 
shaped his tastes, including a film by a director 
he says influenced how he looks at Los 
Angeles. That director is Michael Mann, and 
the film is his 1995 masterpiece, Heat. “(This 
is) a film that | love very much and | love 
the director,’ he told us. Lavelle also talked 
about The Watchmen, Neneh Cherry, and 
the impact of DJ] Shadow’s landmark debut 
album Endtroducing... making for a particu- 
larly eclectic and engaging What's In My Bag? 
episode. 


Lavelle co-founded the Mo’ Wax record label 
with Tim Goldsworthy in 1992, releasing now- 
classic records by Money Mark, D] Krush, 
Dr. Octagon, Luke Vibert, Blackalicious, and 
DJ Shadow.After the release of Endtroducing..... 
in 1996, Lavelle and DJ Shadow collaborated 
on the UNKLE project. The band’s first LP, 
1998’s Psyence Fiction featured guest appear- 
ances from Thom Yorke, Richard Ashcroft, 
the Beastie Boys’ Mike D, and Badly Drawn 
Boy. Lavelle teamed up with Richard File 
for UNKLE’s 2003 followup, Never, 
Never Land, with contributions from 
3D (Massive Attack) and Josh Homme 
(QOTSTA). 
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As the band’s only constant member over the 
course of the last two decades, Lavelle and 
UNKLE have released a series of mix albums, 
starting with 2005’s Edit Music for a Film: Original 
Motion Picture Soundtrack Reconstruction, and 
star-studded studio albums, with the most 
recent being 2017’s The Road: Part | (featuring 
Mark Lanegan and Twiggy Ramirez, among 
others). The Road: Part Il (Lost Highway), set to 
land in April 2019, consists of songs recorded 
prior to and concurrent with The Road 
sessions, and has been described by Lavelle 
as more of a mixtape than a studio LP. Lavelle 
has also remixed tracks by Garbage, The Verve, 
Beck and Massive Attack and worked on the 
soundtracks for Sexy Beast (2000) as well as 
Danny Boyle’s upcoming Trust. 


James Lavelle kicked off his WIMB episode 
with a few movie picks, including George 
Lucas’ debut feature film THX 1/1/38. “It’s 
probably his best ever film, as far as being a 
director,’ Lavelle proclaimed, noting that Star 
Wars was conceptually amazing. “As a piece 
of cinema this film is incredibly important,” 
he said, pointing out how THX 1/138 is 
relevant to the world we live in now. “Il was 
very inspired by George Lucas, and he had a 
massive influence on Mo’ Wax.” 


Lavelle grabbed Tyler, The Creator’s 2017 
album Flower Boy and noted that the Odd 
Future hip hop collective that Tyler came 
out of “has been one of the most interesting

groups of artists to come out in the last few 
years in America.” Lavelle also picked up 
Neneh Cherry’s latest album, Broken Politics, 
and revealed that she was one of the reasons 
he got into music. If that weren't enough, he 
also gave us a lesson in the origins of sound- 
system Dj] culture in the UK and touched on 
the Buffalo fashion scene. 


RAHILL JAMALIFARD 
& LEAH FISHMAN 
FROM HABIBI 


Rahill Jamalifard and Leah Fishman from 
Brooklyn psych rock band Habibi went digging 
through the racks at Amoeba Hollywood 
recently and shared some of their favorite 
records for a recent What's In My Bag? 
episode. The bandmates and avid record 
collectors spotted The Paragons’ rocksteady/ 
reggae LP On The Beach at the same time, 
but Jamalifard grabbed it first. “l have been 
listening to ‘When The Lights Are Low, just 
over and over,’ she said. Noting that the 
record was in the wrong section, Fishman 
joked, “I feel like you planted that.’ It was 
evident that the musicians and occasional 
DJs had very eclectic taste, including pysch, 
Persian pop, soul, garage, punk, and cumbia. 


Taking their name from the Arabic word for 
“my love,” Habibi fuses 60s girl group sounds 
with psych rock. The band was formed in 
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2011 by Detroit natives Lenaya Lynch (guitar/ 
vocals) and Jamalifard (vocals), who teamed 
up with New York musicians Erin Campbell 
(bass/guitar/vocals), Karen Isabel (drums), and 
Fishman (guitar/vocals). After touring with 
King Tuff and earning buzz at SXSW and CMJ, 
the band signed to Born Bad Records for 
the release of a self-titled 7”. In 2014, Burger 
Records put out the band’s eponymous debut 
full-length. Habibi teamed up with La Luz for 
a split EP in 2015. The five-piece released the 
Cardamom Garden EP in 2018, featuring two 
songs sung largely in Farsi. 


Though she may have missed out on the 
Paragons record on this visit to Amoeba, 
Fishman found some killer garage rock 45s 
by John’s Children, Mick Farren & The New 
Wave, and The Weirdos. Jamalifard grabbed 
several world music compilations, including 
The Roots of Chicha, a collection of psychedelic 
cumbia from Peru, and Pomegranates, which 
features Iranian pop, psych, and folk from the 
60s and ’70s. 


“?’m a huge science fiction nerd,’ Fishman 
confided in us, as she pulled out a copy of 
Frank Herbert’s classic Dune. “For some 
reason Dune is one of those classics that | 
have never yet cracked,” she continued, “and 
that movie is one of my favorites”
